Under the provisions of The Greater New York Charter, members 
of the Board of Education are elected by the School Boards on the 
second Wednesday in February m each year, and hold office for one 
year. The Presidents of the School Boards are members of the Board 
of Education ex officio.

Sir: 

Section 1085 of The Greater New York Charter pro- 
vides as follows : 

"Section 1085. The Board of Education shall, be- 
tween the first day of August and the thirtieth day of 
November in each year, make and transmit to the 
Mayor of The City of New York a report in writing, 
bearing date on the thirty-first day of July next preced- 
ing, stating the whole number of schools within their 
jurisdiction, especially designating the schools for 
colored children ; the schools or societies from which 
reports shall have been made to the Board of Education, 
within the time limited for that purpose ; the length of 
time such schoql shall have been kept open ; the 
amount of public money apportioned or appropriated 
to said school or society, the number taught in each 
school, the whole amount of money drawn from the 
City Chamberlain for the purposes of public education 
during the year ending at the date of their report, dis- 
tinguishing the amount received from the general fund 
of the State and from all other sources ; the manner in 
which such moneys shall have been expended," etc.

6 BOARD OF EDUCATION 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing- 
section, the Board of Education has the honor to present 
its Second Annual Report, showing the operations of the 
Department of Education for the school year 1898-99. 

It will be noted that the school year ending on this 
date is the first during the whole of which the Depart- 
ment of Education as constituted by The Greater New 
York Charter has existed. The report presented to 
Your Honor a year ago was of necessity incomplete, 
owing to the fact that the School Boards for the Bor- 
oughs of Queens and Richmond were not organized un- 
til early in February, 1898. Hence it was impossible to 
present a report embracing the required information for 
the entire school year closing on July 31, 1898. Fur- 
thermore, under Section 1 1 of the Charter, the new sys- 
tem for the administration of the schools of The City of 
New York did not go into full effect until the first of 
July, 1898. 

The Second Annual Report of the Department of 
Education is, therefore, the first report upon the com- 
plete school system of the City for a full school year. 

Under the Charter, the function of the Board of Edu- 
cation, composed of representatives of all the Borough 
School Boards, is to direct the financial and physical 
administration of the system, while the four School 
Boards (Manhattan and The Bronx being a unit in all 
school matters) supervise the educational administration. 
In the language of the framers of the Charter, the pres- 
ent plan " centralizes in a Board of Education, represent- 
ing the whole City, the physical conduct of the schools," 
and " devolves upon School Boards appointed by the 
Mayor in every Borough, the educational conduct of 
the schools." The Charter Commissioners further said : 

" This will enable each Borough to express in the con- 
duct of its schools what is natural and best in its own 
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life, while it secures for the City as a whole the benefits 
of administration from the centre as to all work that can 
be best done in that way. Powers are given to the Board 
of Education which are believed to be sufficient to se- 
cure a uniform financial system throughout the Bor- 
oughs and a system of efficient educational oversight. 
In the meanwhile, both the Central Board of Education 
and the School Boards of the Boroughs are each supreme 
in the field actually committed to their care." 

School Buildings and Sites. 

A very gratifying feature of the work of the past year 
has been the great progress made in supplying school 
accommodations for all the children of school age in the 
City. In a city where the growth of population is so rapid 
as is that of New York, uifceasing labor in this direction 
is absolutely necessary. Owing to the financial condi- 
tion of the City, comparatively little was accomplished 
by the Board of Education during the calendar year 
1898; but, happily, that condition was relieved early in 
the year 1899, and so far had the work of preparing 
plans, etc., advanced that the present Board of Educa- 
tion, on the day of its organization, the 20th of February 
last, was in a position to award a contract for a new 
schoolhouse in the Borough of Manhattan— the first 
contract awarded for a school building since consolida- 
tion. 

Since the date named above contracts have been 
awarded for eight other new school buildings and four 
additions in the Boroughs of Manhattan and The Bronx, 
and for three new buildings and eight additions in 
Brooklyn, involving a total expenditure of $3,107,289. 
These new buildings and additions to buildings will 
provide 547 classrooms, and will accommodate 27,350 
pupils. 
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It is confidently expected that contracts for additional 
schoolhouses in all the Boroughs will be awarded in the 
very near future, funds having been provided by the 
action of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment and 
the ordinance of the Municipal Assembly approved by 
Your Honor on March 7 last. This ordinance provided 
for the issue of Corporate Stock of The City of New 
York to the amount of $7,673,640 for school buildings, 
sites, etc., to be used in the several Boroughs as follows: 

Boroughs of Manhattan and The Bronx, . $4,083,640 

Borough of Brooklyn, 2,873,000 

Borough of Queens, 567,000 

Borough of Richmond, .... 150,000 

Total, . . . $7,673,640 

We would call special attention to the fact that while 
this issue of Corporate Stock corresponds exactly with 
the amount asked for in the Budget of the Department 
of Education for the year 1899 for " Sites and Buildings, 
etc.," said Budget, so far as it related to the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx, made no provision for the 
expenditure of funds for the acquisition of school sites, 
but named the sum of $4,083,640 for "new buildings 
and additions, equipment thereof and improvement of 
sites and premises. Property now in the possession of 
the Board of Education." 

The ordinance of the Municipal Assembly before 
mentioned provided, however, for the " construction, 
improvement and equipping of school buildings and for 
the acquisition of sites therefor." In consequence, the 
Board of Education was obliged to use $631,262 of the 
iunds made available on March 7 last in paying for 
twelve sites already in process of acquisition in the 
Boroughs last named. 
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So promptly did the Board of Education act that 
within seven weeks after the approval of the ordinance 
on March 7 provision had been made for expending for 
new buildings, additions, sites, etc., in Manhattan and 
The Bronx, the sum of $2,820,098.22, or more than two- 
thirds of the total amount provided by the action of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment and the 
Municipal Assembly. The balance remaining of the 
$4,083,640 at this date is $595,101.62. 

In the Borough of Brooklyn a different situation was 
presented, as but few sites were in the possession of the 
Board of Education. Contracts were promptly made 
for the erection of three schoolhouses, for additions to- 
several existing buildings, equipment, etc., involving an 
outlay of $904,295. But the pressing need in this Borough 
was additional sites, which, under the practice now in 
vogue, must be acquired by condemnation proceedings. 
Steps for the institution of such proceedings for the 
acquisition of seventeen sites in Brooklyn, in neighbor- 
hoods where additional schools are greatly needed, have 
already been taken. The City will acquire title to these 
sites four months after the filing of the oaths of the 
Commissioners of Estimate to be appointed by the 
Supreme Court, and sketch plans for the buildings to be 
erected thereon have been prepared. 

Owing to the limited amount of bonds to be issued 
for buildings, sites, etc., and in view of the imperative 
necessity for more schoolhouses, the Board of Education 
felt impelled, on April 12 last, to request the Corporation 
Counsel to suspend, for the time being, all further 
proceedings in the acquisition of sites in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and The Bronx, as far as possible, in order 
that the bonds available in the Boroughs mentioned 
might be used principally in the erection of buildings on 
sites previously acquired. But this does not indicate 
that the sites referred to are not needed. It is very 
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desirable that the proceedings suspended by request 
of the Board be resumed at an early day ; and means 
should be provided as speedily as possible for obtaining 
other much-needed sites in portions of these Boroughs 
■where the schools are overcrowded and more room is 
urgently required. Funds should also be provided 
immediately for improving fifteen sites, already owned 
by the City, in congested districts in these Boroughs. 

In the Borough of Queens and the Borough of Rich- 
mond additional sites and additions to sites are now in 
process of acquisition. 

During the past school year, eight new school build- 
ings have been opened in Manhattan and The Bronx, 
containing 260 classrooms and providing room for about 
12,000 pupils; two in Brooklyn, with 57 classrooms and 
seating capacity of 3,037; seven in Queens, with 35 
classrooms, containing 1,400 seats, and two in Richmond 
with 36 classrooms and i ,640 seats ; making a total of 
19 schoolhouses, with 388 classrooms and seats for 
18,077 pupils. 

A number of schoolhouses contracted for prior to 
consolidation (work on which was hindered by the 
financial condition of the City) are now approaching 
completion in the Boroughs of Manhattan and The 
Bronx, and will be ready for occupancy at or soon after 
the opening of the school year in September next. The 
additional seating capacity thus furnished will provide 
for some 15,000 pupils. 

In this connection it should be noted that the con- 
struction of new schoolhouses will materially reduce 
the amount of money necessary to be paid by the City 
for premises leased for school purposes. The amount 
allowed for rents in the Budget for the year 1899 was 
$147,895, which represents the interest, at 3 per cent., 
on almost $5,000,000. We believe that a considerable 
reduction in this item will be possible next year. 
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With the multiplication of school buildings, moreover, 
the necessity of transporting pupils in stages to and 
from school, which now exists in certain sparsely 
inhabited portions of the City, will be lessened, and the 
item "Transportation" will be reduced or entirely 
eliminated from our annual Budget. 

Information in detail concerning buildings, sites, etc., 
will be found in the schedules attached to this report. 

The Nautical School 

The only educational institution in the City entirely 
under the care of the Board of Education is the Nauti- 
cal School, maintained on board the ship St. Mary's. 
On November i last, Commander W. H. Reeder, 
U. S. N., returned to his post as Superintendent of the 
Schoolship, after having been detached for active duty 
in the Navy during the Spanish War, and since then the 
Nautical School has been under his efficient supervision. 
Seventeen boys were graduated from the school on 
October ii, 1898, the school at that time being under 
the direction of Lieutenant Howard Patterson, N. Y. 
Naval Militia. In April last the St. Mary's left her berth 
at the foot of East Twenty- eighth street, Manhattan ; 
several weeks were spent in practical exercises in Long 
Island Sound, and on June 7 she started from New 
London, Conn., on her annual cruise on the Atlantic 
Ocean. There were then 108 boys on board. The 
cruise will extend to the Azores, Lisbon, Gibraltar, 
Tangier and Madeira, and the ship is expected to return 
to New York about the ist of October, after which the 
regular graduation exercises will take place. 

The appropriation for the support of the Nautical 
School for the year 1899 is $3 1,8 10. 
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Training Schools for Teachers 

By the provisions of Section 1096 of the Charter. 
Training Schools for Teachers, while established and 
maintained by the School Boards, are placed "under 
the control of the Board of Education and of the City 
Superintendent of Schools to the extent that may be 
necessary to secure compliance with Chapter 103 1 of 
the laws of 1895 " ; and by the By-Laws of the Board of 
Education the City Superintendent of Schools has 
supervision over the admission of pupil teachers tO' 
training schools and over their graduation therefrom. 

There is a Training School in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, one in the Borough of Brooklyn, and a training 
class in the Borough of Queens. Statistics regarding 
them for the year are presented in the table below :

Teachers' Retirement Fund. 

According to Section 1083 of the Charter, the Public 
School Teachers' Retirement Fund is administered by 
the Board of Education. Said fund is applicable to the 
entire City, except the Borough of Brooklyn, the School 
Board of which has full care and management of the 
Retirement Fund created for the former City of Brook- 
lyn by Chapter 656 of the Laws of 1895. No teachers 
have yet been retired in the Boroughs of Queens and 
Richmond. 

Under Chapter 91 of the Laws of 1898, five per cent, 
of the excise moneys or license fees belonging to The 
City of New York is paid into the Teachers' Retirement 
Fund. Said amount is by the provisions of the chapter 
last named to be apportioned by the Board of Education 
among the several Boroughs of the City in proportion 
to the number of teachers actually employed and the 
amount of salaries paid to them in each of said Boroughs. 
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The apportionment thus required has not yet been 
made for the year 1898, owing to doubt as to the proper 
construction of the statute relating thereto.

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Borough School Board Reports 

tJnder the provisions of Section i loi of the Charter, 
each School Board is required to make an anrtual re- 
port to the Board of Education " of such matters as the 
Board of Education may, by its by-laws or regulations, 
require." 

In conformity with this section, the Board of Educa- 
tion on October 26, 1898, adopted a by-law (Section loi, 
subdivision 6) providing as follows : 

" 6. Each School Board shall, on or before the thirty- 
first day of July in each year, make and transmit to the 
Board of Education an annual report stating the whole 
number of schools within its jurisdiction during the 
school year then ending, specially designating the 
schools for colored children ; the number of teachers ; 
the number of pupils registered in each school and the 
average attendance ; the number of high schools and of 
training schools for teachers, with the number of 
teachers, the total register and average attendance at 
each and the number graduated therefrom ; the num- 
ber of evening schools, with the register of pupils and 
average attendance, specially designating the evening 
high schools ; the schools registered with the Regents 
of the University of the State of New York ; the num- 
ber of centres at which free lectures for workingmen 
and workingwomen wer^ given, the number of such 
lectures, and the total attendance at the same ; the cor- 
porate schools from which reports have been made to 
the Board of Education through the School Board, the 
number of teachers and the attendance at each such 
school, and the amount of money distributed to each ; 
the amount of the General School Fund apportioned for 
use within the jurisdiction of the School Board, and the 
manner in which it was expended ; and such recom- 
mendations, especially in respect to new school build- 
ings and sites, as the School Board ma}' see fit to 
rnake." 

The information required by the terms of this by-law 
has been supplied by the several School Boards, the re- 
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ports of which will be found after the financial state- 
ment and the schedules relating to buildings and sites 
•attached to and made a part of this report. 

Herewith is transmitted also a printed copy of the 
First Annual Report of the City Superintendent of 
Schools.

This Phantasmagoria, or comedy of human life, embraces all the ele- 
ments of the serious, the pathetic, the tragic, the grotesque, the real and 
unreal, the actualities and the dreams, the facts and the consequences the 
ambitions and the disappointments, the hopes and the disillusions and the 
dread and terror and the resurrection in love of the human soul 

Mr. Ibsen informed Mr. Archer that the entire fourth act of "Peer 
Gynt" was an afterthought, and not included in the original scheme This 
Is very evident. Mr. Mansfield, however, for the sake of the elucidation of 
the character and its value in the play, has retained the whole of the 
Morocco scene (Act IV., Scene 1) but has omitted the remainder of the act 
although he has retained Anitra's dance with Grieg's music as a mere inter- 
lude, accepting Mr. Ibsen's suggestion to employ a chorus for the purpose 
of binding the lapse of years and instructing the audience that "Peer Gynt" 
continues his wanderings and adventures until he is discovered on board a 
vessel bound for home.

THE NAUTICAL SCHOOL 

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1899. 

Nautical Schoolship "St. Mary's," 

New York, January 2, 1900. 

Hon. John Griffin, M. D., 

Chairman, Executive Committee on Nautical School, 
Board of Education, New York City. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report 
of the operations of the Nautical School for the year 
1899: 

January 4th, Lieutenant G. R. Evans, U. S. N., re- 
ported for duty as Senior Instructor. 

October 31st, Lieutenant C. M. Knepper, U. S. N., 
was detached from duty as Executive Officer by orders 
from the Secretary of the Navy. 

November 4th, Lieutenant G. R. Evans, U. S. N., was 
promoted from Senior Instructor to Executive Officer. 

November 4th, Lieutenant H. A. Wiley, U. S. N., 
from Junior Instructor to Senior Instructor. 

November 15th, Lieutenant W. S. Montgomery, 
U. S. N., reported for duty as Junior Instructor. 

Commencing January 2d, the regular course of in- 
struction in seamanship, navigation, mathematics and 
English branches has been pursued. 

In seamanship during the hours alloted to practical 
work the Junior Class were exercised in pleasant weather 

143 
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in loosing and furling sail. When the weather was un- 
suitable both classes were exercised and given instruc- 
tion in raarlinspike work and sailmaking on the gun 
deck. 

In March the mainmast was unrigged and taken out, 
and a new mast hoisted in, stepped and rigged. This 
work in itself was a valuable experience for both classes, 
as it is practical work of a kind rarely seen in these days. 
In navigation, theoretical instruction has been given 
both classes respecting the terrestrial and celestial 
spheres, dead reckoning and explanation of the tables of 
the Nautical Almanac and Bowditch Practical Navi- 
gator. 

The Senior Class were given special instruction on the 
subject of time and rating chronometers, and practical 
problems in finding the ship's position at sea by obser- 
vation of the heavenly bodies, including a new method 
now employed by the best navigators in both the naval 
and merchant service, which has not heretofore been 
taught. 

On Thursday, the 30th of March, the regular exam- 
inations were held, at which the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee on Nautical School were present, and on 
the 1st of April both classes were given leave until the 
loth. During this period the ship was being prepared 
for sea, and after both classes returned the ship was pro- 
visioned and coaled, and on the 20th was towed to Glen 
Cove, Long Island. 

Here about three weeks were spent in reeving, run. 
ning, rigging, bending sail, sail exercises, boat drills 
under oars and sails. The Senior Class were given 
special instruction every day in the use of the sextant, 
taking chronometer comparisons, taking bearings of dis- 
tant objects, etc., and .practical chart work. 

May 9th the Executive Committee came down from 
New York to inspect the ship, and spent the day on 
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board. It was the intention to get the ship under way, 
but there being no wind the drills and exercises were 
confined to those of a ship at anchor. 

At 10:30 A. M. May 15th, I got under way, beat out of 
the harbor and proceeded to Bridgeport, where I arrived 
at 5:10 P. M. the same day. During the run across, at the 
drill of " man overboard," the life buoy was let go, ship 
hove to, life boats lowered and the buoy picked up in 4^ 
minutes. The life boats were hoisted and ship on her 
course again in ten minutes from the first alarm. At 
Bridgeport the usual routine of exercises were carried on. 

May 20th I got under way for New London, arrived 
ofE that port the same' evening; but the wind and tide 
being against us and night coming on, I anchored out- 
side. The wind coming out fair about 6 o'clock the next 
evening, I got under way, ran in the harbor, and an- 
chored off the Pequot House. 

During our stay in New London the regular exercises, 
loosing and furling, making and taking in sail, were car- 
ried on morning and afternoon, weather permitting ; also 
boat exercises under oars and sails. Shore leave was 
given Saturdays and Sundays to those whose conduct was 
satisfactory. 

At 9 A. M., June 7th, I got under way and stood out of 
the harbor for Montauk Point. 

At 2 p. M., the wind having hauled into the eastward 
with every appearance of thick weather, I wore ship and 
ran for an anchorage in Gardiner's Bay, and anchored at 
4 p. M., in heavy squalls of wind and rain. 

The weather being unsettled and foggy during the 
night and next day, I did not attempt to put to sea until 
Friday, the 9th of June, when I got under way at 6:30 
A. M. and stood out for Montauk. Took departure at 
2 p. M. and shaped the course for the Azores. 

Each member of the Senior Class was provided with a 
chart; and from the time of taking departure they navi- 
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gated the ship, during the entire cruise until Montauk 
was sighted again, from their own observations of the 
heavenly bodies and their dead reckoning, plotting their 
noon positions every day upon their own charts. These 
charts were submitted to the Executive Committee upon 
the return of the ship to Glen Cove in September. Prac- 
tically speaking, none of the boys had been out of sight 
of land before, but the way they took hold of the various 
duties pertaining to a seaman's life reflected great credit 
upon them. 

Special instructions were given both the masthead and 
deck lookouts, before they went on duty night and day, 
as to what was required of them in regard to keeping a 
bright lookout for sails, lights, derelicts, and wreckage. 

The first two days out three-quarters of the boys were 
more or less seasick, and the regular sea routine could 
not be carried on. But the third day the sea routine 
was started and kept up until the ship anchored in the 
Tagus River, off Lisbon. 

The forenoon watches were devoted to practical sea- 
manship, and the afternoon watches to practical naviga- 
tion. Both classes took their regular tricks at the 
weather and lee wheels during the whole cruise, and 
everyone was exercised at heaving the lead until he was 
proficient in taking soundings. In addition to these 
exercises, practical instruction was given in rules of the 
road, running lights, handling the ship and boats, 
under all possible conditions. 

The health of the entire ship's company on the run 
across was excellent with one exception, that of Julius 
Pray, who was very ill the first ten days out with ery- 
sipelas and tubercular symptoms. With careful nursing 
he was brought around all right, and on the run home 
was in better health than he had been for some time; 

I ran by the Azores Islands, as I had a fair wind and 
was-two or three days behind the scheduled time. 
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At 8.0S A. M., June 30th, sighted Cape Roca on the 
starboard bow, and at 2.15 P. M. anchored in the Tagus 
River, at the naval anchorage, on the day specified in the 
itinerary. Exchanged the customary official visits with 
the authorities afloat and ashore. 

On July 3d I notified the authorities that as the fol- 
lowing day was the anniversary of our Declaration of 
Independence I should dress the ship in honor of the 
day. They very courteously offered to participate in 
the ceremony. July 4th at sunrise dressed ship, and all 
the foreign men-of-war in port did likewise. At noon 
the Minister of Marine sent his aide-de-camp on board 
to tender his compliments in honor of the day. This 
call I returned in person. 

During our stay in Lisbon shore leave was given every 
afternoon from one to six o'clock. 

For those who wished to do so, I arranged visiting 
parties to Cintra, in the mountains, the summer residence 
of the Portuguese Court, and made famous by the Treaty 
of Peace signed there. 

At 7 A. M., July loth, got under way and beat out of 
the Tagus River. At 2.10 p. M. took departure and 
shaped course for the Straits of Gibraltar. At 9.23 A. M., 
July I2th, Cape Spartel bore abeam, distant five miles. 

At 3 P. M. came to anchor in Gibraltar Harbor. Ex- 
changed official visits with the authorities afloat and on 
shore. Shore leave was given every afternoon during 
our stay in this port from one to six o'clock. 

The Commandant of H. R. Majesty's Dock Yard, 
Captain Drurry, R. N., very courteously placed one of 
his torpedo boat destroyers, the Griffon, and a torpedo 
boat at our disposal to convey the boys to Tangier, 
Morocco, and return. I sent a party of about sixty, and 
they enjoyed the trip very much indeed, as everything 
was done for their comfort and pleasure by the officers 
and crew of the Griffon and torpedo boat. I made suit-

able acknowledgment of the courtesy to Captain Drurry, 
and also expressed my appreciation of the same to the 
Secretary of the Navy through the President of the 
Board of Education. 

At 10 A. M., July 2 1st, I got under way for Madeira. 
I regret to report that I was compelled to leave behind 
two boys, who had absented themselves from the ship 
without permission three days before. They were re- 
turned to their homes by our Consul. 

We had a fine run through the Straits until we got 
outside of Cape Spartel, when the wind died. away and 
we drifted about all night. Early in the morning an 
easterly wind set in and we were enabled to get clear of 
the land. 

At 11.30 P. M. , July 24th, made the land three points 
forward of starboard beam, and at 8.15 A. M., July 25th, 
anchored in the port of Funchal, Madeira. Found the 
U. S. S. Monongdiiela in port, with the Naval Cadets on 
board. Made the customar);^ ofi&cial visits to the author- 
ities, civil and military, and gave shore leave every 
afternoon from one to six o'clock to those whose conduct 
was satisfactory. 

At 6 a. m., July 27th, the Monongahela sailed for home. 
At sunrise of July 31st dressed ship, with the Portugese 
flag at the main, in honor of the birthday of the brother 
of the King of Portugal. 

At 8 a. m., August 8th, got under way and stood out 
of harbor bound for the United States. The run home 
through the trades was uneventful, the instruction and 
exercises being kept up morning and afternoon, except 
Sundays. From 8 a. m. to 6 P. M.the Senior Class were 
put in charge of the ship as officers of the deck. 

The health of the ship's company was very good, 
except in the case of Christian Olsen, quartermaster. 
He developed a case of typhoid fever, probably from 
shore infection. Upon the arrival of the ship at Glen 
Cove he was transferred to Bellevue Hospital. 
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I found the trade winds very light, and was thirty- 
three days making the passage from Madeira to Mon- 
tauk Point. This was very good time in comparison 
with that made by the Monongahela, as we beat her time 
to the Virginia Capes by fourteen days. 

On the way home each member of the Senior Class 
was examined in navigation and seamanship. The exam- 
ination in navigation consisted of two parts, theoretical 
and practical, three hours being alloted to each. 

In the former the following questions were given and 
answered : 

1. Define the following terms : Small circles of a sphere ; great 
circles ; parallels of latitude ; meridians ; hour circles ; celestial 
equator ; zenith distance ; ecliptic ; equinoctial ; declination ; right 
ascension ; hour angle ; azimuth ; polar distance ; latitude ; 
longitude ; departure ; prime vertical. 

2. {a) What are the two methods employed for finding a ship's 
position at sea, and explain the^ principle of dead reckoning ? 
What two sailings does dead reckoning combine ? ip) What is the 
supposition upon which plain sailing is based, and, in gener3.1 
terms, for what distance can it be used in practice ? (c) Name 
three other sailings and explain the principle of construction of a 
Mercator's chart. 

3. (a) What chart is almost exclusively used at sea } (6) Ex- 
plain minutely how to shape the course and set same by standard 
compass, (c) What are the advantages of Mercator's sailing? 
(d) What is the ship's tack in great circle sailing .' What are the 
advantages of great circle sailing ? 

4. (a) Explain what is meant by " taking the departure." (6) 
Name three methods of finding this position, (r) When the 
method of a single bearing with estimated distance is used, how is 
it used in working up the run ? 

5. (a) Explain the use of azimuth circle in taking bearings of 
both celestial and terrestrial objects. {6) In plotting position by 
cross bearings, how should objects be chosen when practicable ? 
(c) How correct bearings and how lay down same on chart ? 
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6. («) Draw the astronomical triangle and name parts? (b) 
Approaching coast, one light in sight, steering steady course, how 
find distance from light when abeam ? (c) How find distance of 
light if course is changed before beam bearing is reached ?

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Find the latitude and longitude by dead reckoning. Also set 
and drift of current between the latitude and longitude by D. R. 
anil the Obs. Lat. 41° 15' N. and longitude 17° 15' W., and the 
course and distance made good between the ist and 2d observed 
latitudes and longitudes. 

3. On June 19th, 1899, observed an ex-meridian altitude of the 
sun. The W. T. being n hours 50 minutes 52 seconds; error of 
watch on apparent time i m. 10 sec. slow. Observed latitude 
73° 24' 30". Find latitude at noon. 

4. On August i8th, 1899, observed a. m. sight for longitude, the 
W. T. being 11 hours 38 minutes 58 seconds. C. W. 11 hours 
58 min. 04 sec. C. C. 5 min. 09 sec. Observed altitude 49° 35' 20". 
Find longitude. Also observed meridian altitude for latitude, the 
observed altitude being 78° 48' 50''. Find latitude and longitude 
at noon by Johnson's Method, the run by D. R. being i' 30" N. 
and 14' W. since A. M. sight. 

5. On August 15th, 1899, observed a meridian altitude of the 
moon, altitude of the upper limb being 45° 41' 10", moon bore 

south. Find latitude. 

• 

6. On August 19th, 1899, observed an altitude of Arcturus in the 
evening twilight, star bearing W. of meridian. Observed altitude 
being 39° 07' 20", W. T. 10 hours 30 min. 37 sec, C. W. 11 hours 
58 min. 2 sec, C. C,+is min. 08 sec. Find longitude. 

7. Find the time of p. m. high water at Montauk Point on Sep- 
tember 8th, 1899. 

The examination in seamanship consisted of a series 
of questions embracing the handling of ships and boats 
under all possible conditions — lead, log, helm, lookouts, 
laws of storms, purchasing of heavy weights, and knot- 
ting and splicing, especially of wire rope. The members 
of both classes were given instruction in " first aid to the 
injured " by the Surgeon. 

At 3 A. M., September loth, sighted Shinnecock Light,, 
Long Island, about three points on port bow. At 
11.20 P. M., September loth, rounded Montauk and stood 
down for the Race. At 11.30 A. M., September nth, 
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anchored in Glen Cove, and at once telegraphed my 
arrival to you. 

On the 23d of September the Executive Committee 
came down from New York and were received on board. 
I got under way immediately, and stood out into the 
Sound. The Senior Class were given charge of the 
deck and handled the ship in the different evolutions 
Tinder canvas. During the day the Committee inspected 
the boys, the ship, and their practical work in naviga- 
tion and seamanship. Stood back for Glen Cove in the 
afternoon. At 5 p. M. I came to anchor off the breakwater. 

At 10.15 A. M., September 26th, got under way and 
towed to New York. Anchored in North River off 
Thirty-fifth street at 4 P. M. At 2.30 P. M., September 
28th, got under way and towed up to Riverside to the 
position assigned to us as turning ship of the Dewey 
Water Parade. On Friday, September 29th, Dewey 
Day,we received the members of the Board of Education 
and their friends on board from 10 A. M. to 6 P. M. Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, leading the grand 
water parade, rounded the ship at 2 p. M. The ship's 
company was lined up and saluted as the Olympia passed 
the starboard beam, then the rigging was manned and 
three cheers given for the Admiral. This was returned 
by the crew of the Olympia, then three more given for 
the Admiral as the Olympia passed the port beam. The 
other flagships were saluted in turn, and three cheers 
vsrere given to Admirals Sampson and Howison. At 
■6.30 P. M. all of the guests — some two hundred and fifty — 
were safely landed and boats all hoisted. To transport 
this large number, among them many ladies and chil- 
dren, in the ship's boats, with strong spring tides run- 
ning, showed great skill and judgment on the part of 
the boys, and reflected credit upon their constant train- 
ing, especially when it is remembered that the trans- 
portation to shore took place between 4 and 6 p. m., 
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when the transports, large steamers, yachts and tugs 
were passing the ship at the rate of three or four a 
minute. Old and experienced seamen could not have 
handled their boats better. 

At 2 A. M., September 30th, I got under way and 
towed around to the Twenty-eighth street dock, East 
River, secured ship alongside, and gave the boys shore 
leave until Monday, October 2d, to enable them to wit- 
ness the Dewey Land Parade and to visit their homes. 

At 8 P. M., Tuesday, October 3d, the graduating exer- 
cises were held, and the following boys, named in 
order of final merit, received certificates of graduation 
from the Hon. J. J. Little, President of the Board of 
Education :

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October 4th the members of the Senior Class took 
their departure, and the Junior Class were given leave 
until October 31st. 

It is a great pleasure for me to be able to commend 
the excellent conduct of both classes, especially while on 
shore in foreign ports. Congratulations were extended 
to me as their Superintendent upon their good behavior 
and the credit they reflected upon themselves, their ship, 
and The City of New York. While at Glen Cove I re- 
ceived letters stating that the citizens were always glad 
to welcome the St. Mary's, as the conduct of the boys 
was uniformly so good. 

New waterclosets have been put in, and one specially 
reserved for the use of the sick. Two tanks with the 
Weir filter attached have been substituted for the old 
scuttlebutt, so that now all drinking water for the entire 
ship is thoroughly filtered. 

Before going to sea again, I would recommend that the 
ship be docked, metal taken off, repaired where necessary, 
recalked and remetaled. If it meets with the approval 
of yourself and the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, it is my intention to take the ship to the English 
Channel and the coast of France this summer, stopping 
at Gibraltar and Madeira on my way home.

About 90 applicants w^ere examined during the year, 
but failed to come up to the standard, mentally and 
physically. Three-fourths of these failures were due to 
lack of knowledge of common and decimal fractions. 
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In conclusion, I beg to tender to you, and through you 
to the Executive Committee of Nautical School, my sin- 
cere and grateful appreciation of the kindness, courtesy 
and ever-ready support accorded me as Superintendent.

report of surgeon smart

Sir : I have the honor to report that during the past 
year in general the health of the boys on board ship has 
been better than any previous year during my connec- 
tion with the ship. 

The sick list has been smaller in proportion to the 
number on board and the total number of days sick per 
man much decreased over last year's report. 

During the winter and spring months the greatest 
number of cases appear mostly to be sore throats, bron- 
chitis and pleurisy ; this is no doubt due to the fact that 
the boys take little or no precaution to protect them- 
selves from cold — in getting up at night from a warm 
hammock to go to a colder atmosphere — in the head. 

During the winter two cases of typhoid fever occurred, 
one of which resulted fatally from perforation of the 
intestine. This man, one of the crew, died at Bellevue 
Hospital. . 

These two cases developed despite the fact that all 
the water used for drinking purposes was boiled and 
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every precaution, by means of disinfecting, etc., taken to 
prevent its appearance on board. 

The round houses, head, sinks and spitkids are dis- 
infected three times every day, and the head, of which 
special care is taken, is, during the summer months, 
flushed out and disinfected every three hours. 

A case of typhoid fever in one of the quartermasters 
developed on our return trip from Madeira ; this was 
traced to probable shore infection. One other case in 
one of the boys developed shortly after our arrival at 
Glen Cove. This probably may have been by infection 
from the one already on board, though every precau- 
tion was taken to prevent such extension. 

Only one other case of serious sickness occurred at 
sea. I think now this was of tubercular origin, and the 
boy, though recovering from this on his way home, has 
since shown undoubted signs of tubercular lung trouble, 
and has been given sick leave. 

The only other infectious diseases that have made 
their appearance during the year were a case of diph- 
theria last spring and a case of chicken-pox this fall. 
The diphtheria case was sent to the Willard Parker 
Hospital at its very inception. One case of a fracture 
of ribs occurred by a fall while wrestling. 

The ship is at present in better sanitary condition 
than for many years past. A great improvement was 
made by the removal of the old complicated closets in 
the round houses ; the new ones are of simple model 
and admirably adapted for use aboard. The forward 
one is kept for the express use of the sick, while the 
ward-room officers have the use of the after one. 

The filter now being put up forward on the gun deck 
will fill a long-felt want, and will without doubt do a 
great deal to prevent cases of typhoid developing on 
board. 
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It must be borne in mind, however, that the cases 
which come under my notice here are more than likely 
contracted by the boys during their Saturday and Sun- 
day leave in various parts of the City, where boiled 
water and all the precautions taken on board ship may 
not be carried out.
